The Great Debate in the 
House, 


Minety Applicants for 
Recognition, 


Most of Whom Expect an 
Hour’s Time. 


Senators May Begin Speech- 
making this Week, | 


The President Spends Sunday Indoors— 
Working Hours Increased in the 
Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Congress has set- 
tled down to debate with a degree of 
expedition almost unknown in its his- 
tory, and with an apparent determina- 
tion to do something that, promises 
well for the outcome. Forttnately for 
the majority in the Senate, the action 
of the House on the silver question 
has relieved them from the necessity 
of speedy, and, perhaps, ill-advised 
action. 

The Democratic caucus committee 
charged with the preparation of a 
plan that should secure the adherence 
will, therefore, 
commence its labors with more_delib- 
eration than would otherwise have 
been possible, and it is not expected 
now that they will perfect their work 
‘much before -the House has acted. 

The Finance Committee will prob- 
ably wait upon the action of the 
Caucus Committee, and so the silver 
question is not likely to figure in a 
formal way in the proceedings of the 
Senate this week. It is entirely pos- 
sible, and even probable, that speeches 
will be delivered upon the subject, but 
if so they will be based upon some 
such resolution as that introduced by 
Senator Lodge, calling for a vote upon 
the repeal of the silver purchase 
section of the Sherman act, and not 
upon a -bill regularly reported from 
the Finance Committee and ready for 
immediate action. 

The programme of the House has 
been definitely fixed by the adoption 
of the order introduced on Friday last 
by Mr. Bland. The time will be devoted 
exclusively to the consideration of the 
silver question under the rules of the 
lost House governing general debate. 
Notwithstanding the apparent lack of 
interest in the discussion by mem- 
bers on Saturday. the number of appli- 
cations for recognition already on the 
Speaker’s list demonstrates that the 
period allotted to debate. eleven days 
under general rules, and three days 
under the five-minute rule. will be all 
occupied. 

There are now between ninety and 
one hundred names enrolled by the 
Speaker, a. great majority of whom 
probably expect to talk the full hour 
allowed by the rule. If it appears that 
the time for debate will be too short 
to accommodate all who wish to speak, 
night sessions will be held to lengthen 
the period, but this expedient, it is be- 
lieved. will not become necessary be- 
fore next week. with the expiration o 
which the debate will close. : 


DEMOCRATIC POLICY. 


Senator White Believes that Discussion Will 
Speedily Begin. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 13. —(By the 
Associated Press.) At a late hour to- 
night Senator White, member of the 
Steering Committee of the Demv- 
cratic caucus, was quoted as saying 
that the committee had come to no 
conclusion respecting the line of poi- 
icy to be pursued by the majority of 
the Senate. 

His understanding, however, was 
that the debate on the silver question, 
based upon one of the measures al- 
ready pending—Stewart’s free-coinage 
bill or Lodge’s resolution to vote on 
the repeal of the Sherman law on the 
22d inst.—would begin at once, possi- 
bly tomorrow.

The London Coster. 

(Richard Harding Davis in Harper’s 
Monthiy:) ‘The London coster is quite 
as typical in his way as the London 
policeman. He wears a white and blue 
dotted handkerchief as the badge of all 
his race, and a high-cut waistcoat and a 
full, long-tail coat, both strung with 
pearl buttons as closely as they can be 
sewedtcgether. If he is very smart he 
has his trousers slashed like a Mexican 
vanquero’s, vith a triangle of black 
velvet and mcre pearl buttons. ‘This is 
his unofficial uniform. Many of the 
gypsies wear it, too, and it is all the 
more picturesque because it is unoffi- 
cial. He pays more than he can afford 
for one of these suits, and they are 
handed down from father to son, and so 
| in their time see many Derbys and Sun- 
day outings at the Welsh Harp and 
bank holidays. 

If he is not married he has his sweet- 
heart or his ‘‘doner,’’ as he calls her. 
Her badge of office is a broad silver 
chain with a large silver locket at- 
tached and a bonnet. She can also be 
told by the way’she bangs her hair. 
The silver chain is inevitable, the bon- 
net is wonderful. The coster girls pay 
for these latter asixpence a week on 
the instalment plan and some of these 
bonnets from Petticoat lane cost as 
much as the milliners on Bond street 
ask for theirs. But the coster girl gets 
much more for her money. Her bonnet 
is as broad us a sombrero, slanting down 
in front overher eyes and hair and 
towering at tle back above her head, 
covered with colored feathers and rib- 
bons and veivet. This bonnet is as 
characteristic and local to the coster 
girls of the east of London as are the 
gold head cresses to the women of 
Scheveninge>.

LONDON, Aus. 13.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press) <A dense fog cov- 
ered the English Channel all of Satur- 
day night and up to noon today. Such 
a phenomenon in August is unprece- 
dented. 

Several casuatities are reported. 
The steamboat Ville d'Dovres collided 
with an unknown steamer. The latter 
vessel disappeared immediately from 
sight, and is it believed she was badly 
damaged. The HEritish crulser Forth 
rammed the British steamer Kirkby. 
A bad hole was knocked in the 
Kirkby's side amidships, through 
which water rushed in in immense vol- 


umes.

The Kirkby 
was towed to port by the Forth. 


REFUSED A LOAN. 


AFrench ex-Cabinet Minister-Wounded by a 
Socialist. 

PARIS, Aug. 13.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) M. Lockroy, a former 
cabinet minister, was fired at yester- 
day by a man named Moore, a notort- 
ous Socialist. 

Moore stopped Lockroy and de- 
manded a loan of f.19. The latter re- 
fused, whereupon the man rushed at 
him in a fury, and fired at his right 
breast with a_ revolver. Lockroy 
fainted.

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.,) 
(By the Associated Presa.) Two fires, 
presumably the work of incendtaries, 
destroyed property valued at over 
$1,009,000 this afternoon. The fires 
broke out within a short time of each 
other. 

The first fire broke out in a stable 
in the rear of the Cedar Lake Ice Come 
pany’s house and seen spread to the 
icehouse proper. From there, fanned 
by a quick breeze, it spread to Clarke's 
box factory and then destroyed the 
boiler works of Lintzs, Connell & Co., 
including a $27,000 riveting machine, 


Aug. 13.— 


The Lenhardt Union Wagon Works 
were totally consumed; also a quan. 
tity of lumber belonging to various 
firms. 


The loss of the Cedar Lake Ice Come 
pany is $5000; Clarke Box Company, 
$2000; Lintzs, Connell & Co., $60,000, 
and the Union Wagon Works, 315,000, 
The total insurance is about half of 
the losses. While this fire was at its 
height, an alarm was turned in from 
the lumber district at the other end 
of Boom Island, as the place is called, 

Hiere was a mass of wood and lume 
ber piles belonging to Nelson, Tenny 
& Co. and Backus & @o. This was 
blazing fiercely and fanned by a di- 
rect wind, the flames soon apanned 
& narrow stretch of water and be- 
gan eating their way among the big 
sawmills and residences in the vicin- 
ity of the river bank. One after the 
other the planing mills of the Wilcox 
Company, the Chatterton mill, the 
Backus mill, the Hove mill, Smith & 
Corrigan and Nelson, Tenny & Co. felt 
the blast of the fire, and were either 
totally destroyed or badly damaged. 

The flames left a path of blackness 
through Marshall street. and were 
practically stopped by the brick struc- 
ture of the Minneapolis Brewing Com- 
pany.talthough their loss is put at 
$110.000. All along Marshall street and 
through that entire section are small 
frame houses occupied by laboring mill 
hands. They went like tinder, and 
when the flames first struck them, but 
the residents had ample time to re- 
move their belongings. In all, 112 
houses were destroved. 

Although a general alarm was turn- 
ed in. the entire city department 
proved inadequate to the occasion, and 
aid was asked for from St. Paul. That 
citv promptly responded, and sent 
over two steamers and a hose cart 
and did excellent service. 

The fire on Boom Island was burn- 
ings flercely at a late hour tonight, and 
the only hope seems to be in letting it 
burn itself out. For a time it looked 
as though the entire part of northwest 
Minneapolis would be destroyed, but 
by the concentration of the depart- 
ment. further progress of the flames 
was checked. 

There were several accidents caused 
by spectators attempting: to runy atross 
lces. and falling. Two boys were re- 
ported drowned, but the rumor cannot 
be verified. Bertha Street. residing on 
Washington avenue, between Tenth 
and Eleventh streets. fell out of a 
third-story window while looking at 
the fire. and was instantlv killed.

“As the institutes in Oregon, Wash- 
ington, Idaho and Montana are ambi- 
tious to form a jurisdiction of their 
own, and will probably be allowed to 
have their wav. no candidates from 
those States have been suggested to fill 
the grand offices. 

“Daniel O'Leary, at present second 
grand vice-president, is the only one 
spoken of for the first vice-presidency. 

“Dr. Morse and William Gilday are 
rival candidates for the second vice- 
presidency. 

“George A. Stanley, who is at pres- 
ent grand secretary of the order, is am- 
bitious to succeed himself, and so far 
has the field alone. 

“The grand treasurer, J. J. Lynch, is 
again suggested for the office which he 
now fills and has occupied since the 
order was eStablished. 

“There will be many matters to oc- 
cupy the attention of the forthcoming 
grand council which will have an im- 
portant bearing on the future policy of 
the order. 

“An effort will be made to revivify 
the supreme council, which was al- 
lowed to lapse. 

“Although the Young Men's Institute 
was first organized in this city, it has 
developed itself in all parts of the coun- 
try. and the Atlantic States are fast 
outstripping the Pacific Coast in the 
number and wealth of their councils. 

“The Northwest has a large number 
of flourishing subordinate bodies, and 
the members on this Coast begin to re- 
‘alize the necessity of having a strong 
central body to exercise a control over 
the sectional jurisdictions. 

“Some effort will be made to revive 
the insurance feature which was abol- 
ished at the last grand council, but it 
is doubtful whether it will succeed, as 
it was found to work far from satis- 
factorilv after being given several 
vears of trial. 

“The salary of $500 a year, which is 
now being paid to the grand treasurer, 
will, in all probability, be cut off as be- 
ing a useless expenditure, since that 
official's kabors are merely nominal 
with the insurance feature eliminated. 

“Great efforts are being made by the 
people of Marysville to give the mem- 
bers of the grand council a rousing re- 
ception upon their assembling in that 
city. 
“Invitations have been sent to the 
two archbishops and all the bishops on 
the Pacific Coast to attend the deliber- 
ations of the grand body. 

“Los Angeles, Eureka and Santa Bar- 
bara are coming prepared to exhibit 
their advantages and present their 
claims to holding the next grand coun- 
cil. 

“That the coming grand council will 
enthuse new life into the Y.M.1. is un- 
doubted, and many @re the plans being 
prepared to make the advantages, of 
the order such that no young man of 
the Catholic faith can afford to remain 
without its jurisdiction.”

The True Christian the Pillar of the 
Church. 


Interesting Services at the Children’s Chapel. 
Rev. Henderson Judd at the Church 
of the Epiphany—Services at 
Other Churches. 


At the First Presbyterian Church 
last evening Rev. W. P. Miller of 
Portiand, Or., a friend and former 


classmate of the pastor of the church, 
Rev. Burt Estes Howard, preached an 
interesting and excellent sermon from 
the text, “And on the top of the pil- 
lars was lilywork, and so was the 
work of the pillars finished.”” I Kings, 
vil, 22. 

Every true Christian in the church 
of God is a pillar, and as every pillar 
in the temple of old was crowned, so 
every true Christian character stands 
in God's temple, strong and beautiful 
and bearing upon his shoulders the 
crown of the living God as a finish. 

Some one has asked what are the 
traits which fit a man to endure the 
wear and tear of the world. It may 
be answered—the warp of gentleness 
woven across the woof of true Chris- 
tian character. The world acknowl- 
edges this Christian character wher- 
ever found, whether in business or in 
a profession, and this it is which con- 
stitutes a man a pillar of strength. 
Strength may be maintained in va- 
rious ways, but the gtrength of the 
true Christian consists in his power to 
overcome, to resist, to impel, to re- 
Strain, to guide, to control, to lead, to 
hold. The true Christian character 
is God's instrument for establishing 
His truth. Ye are my witness, saith 

Lord. Ye stand in my name, 
And it is the greatest privilege in the 
world to stand witnesses for Christ, 
to stand as His representative, the 
servants of the living God, represent- 
ing His truth and carrying on His 
work. Pillars we are in His temple, 
significant of strength, of beauty, of 
Symmetry. For the true Christian 
character must be symmetrical. As 
the well-developed trees in the forest 
are symmetrical, so the true Christian 
cHaracter must be developed from all 
sides. The all-around Christian must 
be developed on the business side no 
less than on the devotional side. 

The text says that every pillar was 
crowned, and that the crown.was a 
crown of lilywork. So is every true 
Christian crowned. Above his strong, 
well-developed character is e true 
Christian lilywork of that emer 
Lilies were emblems of especial favor, 
and lilies, and not thorns, were the 
crown. The world says this is a sad 
life, it is a hard life; but the crown is 
not strife or hate; it is love, gentle- 
ness, faith, good works and peace. 
These are the crown of the true Chris- 
tian life. 

Where were the lilies placed? At the 
top, where they would not be soiled or 
disfigured. The graces of the Christian 
life ought to lift us above where the 
world would soil or disfigure us. The 
true Christian character ought to keep 
us above being marred by meannesses 
or pettinesses or trifling things. For, if 
there is anything which lifts a man up 
and makes him noble, it is to be pos- 
Sessed of that life which is ours in 
Christ. 

But this lilywork at the top. did 
something more. The crowds who 
came and gazed, from looking upward 
s0 constantly, let their eves wander to 
the stars beyond, and they saw_the 
work of God who created them: they 
saw God. So with the Christian: the 
man sees beyond him the Lord Jesus 
Christ. We look past self to Him who 
has crowned us. It seems that there is 
too much neglecting this lilywork at 
the top. We neglect too much the de- 
tails of Christian endeavor. A great 
many Christian lives make one blind 
rush from the starting point to heaven, 
with the single purpose in view of es- 
caping eternal punishment. Yet there 
are beauties all along life’s way. Other 
lives are touching ours, and there are 
glorious possibilities and opportunities 
for doing good. Let us give more at- 
tention to the lilywork. 

“And so every crown is finished.” 
Are we not in danger of making the 
beginning of Christian life the finish- 
ing work? Are we not overanxious to 
show the lilywork of our life before the 
strength of the pillars is formed? The 
pillars must be complete first; and 
then the crown is added, which is the 
finishing work, which the Holy Spirit, 
the Divine Artist, must perfect. The 
jewels of that crown will be furnished 
in heaven. 

Then, at the last, when we stand on 
the very capstone and see the first 
bright beam of Eternity’s morning 
break, we shall look beyond the veil 
and realize the fullness of God's glory. 
Pillars in God's church, with the crown 
of lilies added to our work, we may 
wait before the hosts of heaven and 
hear, “‘Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant!’ And we shall say: 
“LT am satisfied, for now the crown is 
finished, and I stand complete in Him.”

The rector dwelt particularly upo 
the parents’ love for the child. No 


parent expects to leave his child out- 
side. It is the wish of each that the 
blessed Jesus mav today. as of old, 
lay His hands upon these little ones. 
In the davs of old in Judea children 
were brought to the Savior to be 
blessed by Him and His prayers. It 
never occurred to those parents that 
there was any restriction or limiting 
of the members of the household of 
faith. Thev were all one family in the 
church. So the mothers brought their 
children to Him freely. Yet some of 
the disciples, who though mainly zeal- 
ous. were widely differing in charac- 
ter. thought the Master was too ex- 
alted to stoop to children. and they 
combined to keep away the fathers 
and mothers who were leading these 
little ones by the hands. Then how 
Christ rebuked them. He who when 
oniv a babe had been made a member 
of the church. who had worshiped in 
the church with His mother. who had 
been trained in religious ways by His 
human father: He turned to those 
mothers and said. “Suffer little child- 
ren to come unto Me.” And it was 
like magic. 

For fifteen hundred vears afterward 
we find~néver™~a word history: 
against this. But sectarianism after 
a time arose. and sought to leave these 
natural children of God out of the 
fold. Yet why should thev not come? 
The inherent feeling of the child leads 
it to come to this spiritual mother, 
the church. By nature it vrefers the 
wise nurture of the church. No adult 
person who had discreet training but 
thanks God today that his parents 
planted his young feet in the way of 
religion. 

Does anv mother think she is bet- 
ter than the child at her bosom? Re- 
member. the promise is to “you and 
your children.’’ 

“He shall gather the lambs with His 
arms. and carry them in His bosom.” 

All those who bring their children to 
holy baptism prove their confidence in 
the covenant of God. which has been 
made with them and their children. 
And the participation of the congrega- 
tion at such a sacred time is some- 
thing more than as mere spectators-—- 
gve each and every one as we witness 
the rite renew on such occasion our 
covenant with Ged. 

Excellent musi€ was rendered by a 
choir of men’s and women’s voices, 
“Not a Sparrow Falleth.”” sung by 
Mrs. Prescott during the offertory, be- 
ing especially fine. 

CENTRAL M,. E. CHURCH. 

Rev. F. M. Larkin, pastor of Cen- 
tral Methodist Episcopal Church, 
preached yesterday morning from 
Luke xii, 15: ‘“‘For a man’s life con- 
sisteth not in the abundance of the 
things which he possesseth."’ The sub- 
ject of the sermon was “Hard Times.” 

These words—‘‘hard times’’—are now 
upon almost every one’s lips, and yet 
I believe they bring, perhaps, more 
blessings than the times of prosperity. 
In times of succéss we are prone to 
think only of the temporal things of 
life, losing sight of the more important 
work of preparing for the life to come. 
“Everything that a man hath will he 
give for his life.”” No matter bow 
many millionsS’a man possesses, when 
he comes to death he would gladly 
give all for one year of life; and yet 
the converse of that text is true, for 
how many hundreds are literally giv- 
ing their lives for,;money. The only 
question which they seem to ask in re- 
gard to an enterprise is, 
money in it?’ Yet riches do not bring 
happiness. You remember the parable 
of the man who said, “I will tear 
down my barns and build greater,” 
ete. That is the case today, and those 
who are the richest are the least able: 
to give, because of their embarking in 
new enterprises with the hope of in- 
crease. Often the rich are the most 
miserable. Take especially those who 
have been born rich, or have had for- 
tunes left them. They have no objcet 
in life; nothing to overcome, and they 
drift along, miserable and discon- 
tented. ‘“‘Poor and content is rich, and 
rich enough.” The Vanderbilts, Goulds 
and Astors will soon be forgotten, but 
the writings of Whittier, Lowell and 
Longfellow shall live so long as the 
Anglo-Saxon language shall _ exist. 
The leaders of the great armies of the 
Crimean war, and even the names of 
» the statesmen and ministers who or- 
dered it, are almost forgotten, but the 
name of Florence Nightingale is a 
household word all over the civilized 
world, and it will be forever. .remem- 
bered with love and gratitude. How 
true it is that “A man’s life consisteth 
not in the abundance of the things 
which he possesseth.”’ 

SIMPSON CHURCH. 

Dr. Bresee preached at Simpson 
Church from Matthew xi, 28-30: ‘“‘Come 
unto Me-all ye that labor,” ete. The 
sermon was full of suggestion and 
helpfulness. of inspiration and com- 
fort. He said that the first part of 
this text is an invitation to the world, 
to every burdened heart, to come to 
Jesus and find rest. The second part 
is to those who have heard the invita- 
‘tion and come to Him—come into the 
closest fellowship of love and labor. 
This is not a call away from ordinary 
toil and care. Labor and the condi- 
tions which compel labor are among 
inan’s first blessings. No sooner was

man a sinner than the earth was 
cursed for man's sake, that toil should 
be a necessity. And the com- 
mand is, “Six days shalt thou 
labor."" This call is to men burdened 
oy sin. The great consuming, unbear- 


able-burden is sin. That which blinds 
the eyes and lowers our standards sep- 
arates us from all pure spirits and 
brings us into brotherhood with all 
impure spirits, which stains, disfigures 
and corrupts the soul, and presses 
down a crushing burden upon human 
consciousness. It is no wonder that 
men grow weary. To them this invi- 
tation comes fresh and sweet today. 
as ' when first uttered. “Come unto 
Me.” It means, “Forsake your sins, 
hate the burden, surrender to My love, 
and 1 will forgive and take away the 
burden. As far as the East is from 
the West, far will I remove thy 
transgressions from thee. I will give 
thee a clean record, washed in atoning 
blood. And you who are thus forgiven 
and adopted into my family, Take 
My yoke upon you and learn of Me.” 

Here are a few facts: We are to be 
yoked: with Christ. We are to bear 
with Him a common burden. We are 
to learn of Him. In Him to find a fur- 
ther rest. The voke is Christ's—ev- 
dently His blessed will, to which: tie 
will of His disciple is to be bound with 
cords of love. Christ accepts of us no 
service that is not first unto Himself. 
His method and spirit is learned from 
Himself alone. “Learn of Me, for I 
am meek and lowly of heart.”” The 
two great elements in the character of 
Jesus are humility and obedience. He 
did not do His own will. He emptied 
Himself of His elory that He might 
be servant of ail. The closing words 
of his cry in,.Gethsemane, thrice re- 
peated, are: “Not My will, but Thine, 
be done.’ We learn. of Jesus in two 
ways: One is we look upon Him and 
see what He is. He is revealed to the 
earnest gaze by the Holy Spirit, who 
shows Him unto us. He is also_re- 
vealed in us by the Holy Ghost: Paul 
says, “God revealed His Son in 
There is great effort in these days to 
entirely humanize the gospel. It is a 
popular thing for us to plead that men 
learn the sweet humanities of Jesus. 
But we are to remember, also, that 
our gospel is in the power ef God, and 
is made efficient only by the presence 
and revelation’ of the Holy Ghost. 
Humility and obedience to are only 
learned by such a revelation of Jesus 
in. the heart as takes out all pride and 
disobedience, and fills the heart with 


His presence, and not by long pro- 


cesses of humiliation and suffering and 
patience, as is sometimes taught. The 
rest which we are here promised we 
shall find is something further than 
the gift to those who first come to 
Him. It is the rest which remains for 
God's people. A rest which the people 
of God are exhorted to enter by faith; 
a rest where the soul is harmony and 
unity with its Lord in motive, love and 
service. 

The sermon was listened to wiih 
rapt attention, and was one of the 
doctor's best efforts. 

PACIFIC GOSPEL UNION. 

The hall of the Pacific Gospel Union 
on Spring street was crowded last 
night. Maj. Hilton, the superintend- 
ent, preached from Matthew vii, 21-23, 
using the words, “Depart from me, I 
never knew you.”” How often we 
meet people in life whom we have 
known in earlier years. They do not 
recognize you, and you have to make 
yourself known again to them. How 
awful it would be if we were among 
the number to whom Christ will say, 
not only “I don’t remember you,” but 
“Depart from me, I never knew you.” 
Su se (you have cast out devils, 
preached the gospel, done this or that, 
if you have not done your work for 
Jesus sake, we are none of His. We 
can deceive men, but we cannot de- 
ceive God. If we do our charity that 
men may think well of us, if we think 
to make a little money by association 
with Christian people, if we think to 
increase our business by going into 
the church, we cannot claim to 
children of God. To such Christ will 
say, “‘Depart from ma I never knew 
you.”” You may preach in the pulpit, 
teach in the Sunday-school, lead the 
prayer meeting and be a leader in 
Christian work, but if you are not do- 
ing it unto the Lord and for His sake 
it will be of no-avail. This working 
selfishly is not salvation. Christ says: 
“He that heareth these sayings of 
mine and doeth them, him will I liken 
to a wise man.” 

One hundred and one hungry men 
ate breakfast at the mission yesterday 
morning at the Sunday morning free 
breakfast. Evangelist Graves of Bos- 
ton preached to the men after break- 
fast, and two men professed conver- 
sion. Three hundred and fifty people 
listened to the workers on the gospel 
wagon at the corner of First and Los 
Angeles streets} Evangelist Graves 
addressed the crowd, and the meet- 
ing was one of great power. The 
music last night was furnished by 
the male quartette, Messrs. Hall, New- 
kirk, Bradbeer and Lowe. 


THE PACIFIC BAN K. 


Affairs of the Concern Becoming 
More Complicated. ° 


Suit Commenced in the Courts to Have It 
Declared Insolvent—F. H. Mc- 
Donald’s Frank Con- 
fession. 


The San Francisco papers continue 
their exposure of the corrupt and reck- 
less management which wrecked the 
Pacific Bank. The latest charge is 
that. just previous to the suspension, 
the tip was given to favored deposi- 
tors. and they were given an oppor- 
tunitv to draw out their money, which 
they promptly did. Some of the de- 
vositors have also commenced proceed- 
ings in the courts to have the bank 
declared insolvent. which is likely to 
cause another complication in connec- 
tion with the bank commissioners. 
That body has already declared the 
Pacific Bank to be solvent. If the 
court is to be asked to set aside this 
decision. as it were, the commissioners 
are more than likely to take a hand in 
the fight. Thus far. however, none of 
the commissioners will commit them 
selves on the subject. 

Up to the last moment before clos- 
ing the doors on Friday, June 22, the 
Pacitic Bank continued to receive de- 
posits from its patrons, although the 
managers well knew that on the mor- 
row the bank would suspend. When 
questioned on this point. R. H. McDon- 
ald. Jr.. made the following frank ad- 
mission. from which the public can 
draw its own conclusions: 

“There is a wide difference between 

the words ‘failed’ and ‘suspended’ as 
applied to a bank. I knew on Friday 
that the bank had to suspend, but I 
kept on doing business, and I might 
nave gone on doing business until the 
last twentv-dollar piece was gone, but 
I didn’t want to. I honed that maybe 
we could fix things up. but we 
couldn't. and so, before a check was 
presented that we couldn’t pay, I con- 
cluded to close. The deposits were 
made in the ordinary course of busi- 
ness. I couldn't refuse them without 
closing the door of the bank. As I 
said. I knew we were in a bad fix, but 
I believed we would pull through even 
after suspension. Yes, deposits were 
accepted after I knew the bank would 
have to close its doors. but I believed 
that we would be able to resume busi- 
ness and pay our depositors cent for 
ceni.”’ 
* Atty.-Gen. Hart’s action in ordering 
the Pacitic Bank to resume has caused 
considerable comment. In explaining 
his position, Mr. Hart, on Friday, said 
to an Examiner reporter: 

“Because, if a regular banking busi- 
ness is carried on the assets of the con- 
cern may be made to yield at least 
$400,000 more than under any other 
plan. The placing of the Pacific Bank 
securities upon the market when it 
is known that they must be disposed 
of within a given time would, of course, 
be ruinous.” 

“What do you think about the report 
that the stockholders are liable as in 
simple partnership?” 

“T have informed the stockholders of 
the Pacific that it may be true that 
they are liable as in simple partner- 
ship. The bank was organized and 
chartered as a savings bank; but for 
fifteen years it has been represented 
to be a commercial bank, and has been 
doing business on that basis. 
is the problem, It is an open question 
of law whether or not stockholders 
who have suffered the bank to run on 
in that fashion can now escape the lia- 
bility attaching to partnership. In any 
event the stockholders are liable under 
section 12 of the constitution of Cali- 
fornia. That section makes each of 
them ‘individually and personally 
liable for such portion of all the debts 
and liabilities contracted or incurred 
during the time he was a stockholder 
as the amount of stock or shares owned 
by him bears to the whole of the sub- 
scribed capital stock or shares of the 
corporation or association.’ 

“Must the whole capital of the Pa- 
citic Bank—$1,000,000—be restored before 
the concern can resume business?” 

“No, but I have not determined to 
my own satisfaction how much of it 
must be restored before resumption 
would be. proper. I am studying as to 
that. and wil! give my opinion to the 
stockholders at the meeting to be held 
next Monday.” 

“If the stockholders are unwilling to 
assess themselves enough to resume 
business, what then’? 

“Well, should they decline. I sup- 
pose that a receiver would have to be 
appointed.” 


The Victim of a Stupid Blunder. 

(St. Louis Globe-Democrat:) The city 
of Paris is just at the present moment 
in rather a pretty dilemma. A dispute 
has been waging for a long time be- 
tween the metropolis and the Depart- 
mentof the Seine-et-Oise relative to 
the impurities of the Seine water. Ar- 
rangements to remedy the evil were 
adopted, which took the ‘form of the 
acquisition by the city of some large 
fields for filtration purposes. One of 
these fields beionged toa M. Louchet, 
formerly Mayor of Herblay, and which, 
it is said, he purchased for about 
f.100, or $20. He _ objected to 
his property being forcibly acquired, 
even fer purposes of public util-

ity. The matter was submitted

RESIDENCE OF A ROYAL PAIR. 


History of York Mouse, Set Apart for Prince 
George and His Bride. 

‘Wheh it was announced that the Lon- 
don residence of the Duke of York and 
his bride was to be ‘‘York House” and 
not St. James’ Palace, there was con- 
siderable surmise as to the situation of 
this appointed dwelling-house, saysa 
writer in the Kansas City Journal. 
The doubts have now been put to 
rest. York House is that portion of St. 
James’ Palace in which the royal apart- 
ments are situated. The palace has an 
evil and unfortunate reputation. Upon 
three occasions it has been assigned as 
a residence for the heir apparent with 
disastrous or fatal results. In 1610 it 
was made a gift to Henry, the then 
Prince of Wales. He died two vears 
later. From the restoration in 1660 
James, Duke of York, resided there 
untilhe ascended the throne, and he 
was stayinz there when deposed by the 
Prince of Orange in 1688. It had also 
been furnished and prepared for the 
late Duke of Clarence, who died in.Jan- 
uary of last year. St. James’ Palace is 
an irregular brick building at the bot- 
tom of St. James street, aud from the 
time of William III, when Whitehall 
Palace was burned down, till Bucking- 
bam Palace was occupied by her pres- 
ent Majesty, it was the only London 
palace of the sovereigns. Formerly a 
hospital for femaie lepers, it was ac- 
quired by law of might by Henry VIII, 


red brick gateway was left standing. 

In 1558 Queen Mary died in the pal- 
ace; James II and Charles II were 
both born there, and Charles I spent 
the night preceding his exeeution un- 
der its roof. Inthe ante-room of the 
chamber for levees James, the old pre- 
tender, who cla'med to be the son of 
James 11 by Mary of Modena, was said 
ao have been introduced in a warming 
pan in 1688 to the bed of his putative 
mother. Queen Anne describes the 
palace ‘‘as much the properest place 
to act such a chea in.’’ The palace 
Was once more rebuilt in great part in 
1786 for Frederick, Prince of Wales, 
and occupied by him until his quarre' 
with his father drove nim from court. 
Princess Caroline lived there prepara- 
tory to her marriage with the Prince 
of Wales, afterward George IV. Then 
the Duke of Cumberland u--d it asa 
residence for many years, until he be- 
came King of Hanover, and the Duch- 
ess of Cambridge, the Queen’s aunt, 
was afterward identified with it from 
1851 until her death in 1889. Then 
later it was assigned to the Duke of 
Clarence and Avondale, and the tragedy 
of his death brought the furnishing and 
preparations to a premature standstill. 
But much in the way of painting and 
decorating had been done, and the fur- 
ther work of getting ready for the Duke 
and Duchess of York was not of a vety 
heavy description. 

The suite of rooms allotted to the 
royal pair includes a dining-room, 
library and morning room on the ground 
floor, all rather low pitched. and sev- 
eral drawing-rootis above. The din- 
‘ing-room is large and old-fashioned, 
and contains an old-time fire-place in a 
bowed alcove with three recesses on 
each side for flowers. The drawing- 
room is a noble salon, lighted in the 
day time by fine windows and at 
night by a _ splendid electrolier, 
a gift from the Prince of Wales, 
which is heavily gilt and composed of 
cut glass. The furmiture selected by 
the late Duke of Clarence has been re- 
tained throughout ths suite of rooms 
and the Louis XV and Louis XVI furni- 
ture of this room is particularly fine. 
The walls are paneled, but filled in with 
crimson silk brocade and on one side 
gold and crimson mixed into a richly 
worked design of the three historical 
feathers. The adjoining room was for- 
merly known as the ‘‘china-room,’’ its 
principal characteristic being rare old 
faience set out with red velvet back- 
ground and some splendid old tapestry. 
The boudoir of the Duchess has some 
fine painted panels and leads by a small 
door in the corner into the ducal bed- 
chamber. This room has a strikingly 
white appearance, furniture, woodwork 
and ceiling beiny all the same color, 
which the delicate blue of the papering 
only accentuatés. The two dressing- 
rooms adjoin, that of the Duchess with 
white fittings and of the Duke, which 
was formerly a conservatory, in ma- 
hogany. 

Tne healthy situation of York House 
and its proximity to the parks, club 
land and Marlborough House, the resi- 
dence of the Prince of Wales and the 
houses of Parliament make it as desir- 
able and convenient a location as could 
possibly have been chosen.

Pare mellow, 
sub-acid apples—Baldwins. pippins or 
bellflowers—cut in smail bits of dice, 
rather than slices, and serve with su- 
gar and cream, in the same way as 
peaches, without cooking. The Ei- 
glish girl pours the cream and sugar 
over several hours beforehand, and 
lets them stand. But most people will 
prefer them fresh at all times, and 
certainly for breakfast. 

Dissmissing the steak, comparatively 
few people know what a savory break- 
fast can be made of kidneys quickly 
cooked. One beef kidney costs from 
5 to § cents in the city markets, and it 
will make a dish for four or five per- 
sons. Choose a fresh kidney and keep 
it covered with salt water till used. 
Chop three good-sized crions and two 
carrots very fine and fry a

PROFESSORS ON FINANCE, 


From a Symposium in the August ‘Review 
of Reviews."’ 

(President Francis A. Walker) “The 
repeal of the purchase clause of, the 
act of 1890 should be without ilelay 
and without conditions; but it should 
at once -be followed up by legisietion 
providing for a well-founded system 


of national banks of fasue, having an 


ample and secure bagis of circulation. 

“It would do much to promote the 
immediate interests of the country if 
it were to be aywthoritatively an- 
nounced that tariff legislation prior 
to the regular session of 1894 will be 
strictly confined to an extension of 
the free list, no change whatever be- 
ing made in rates upon articles which 
are to remain dutiable.”’ 


(Prof. F. W. Taussig of Harvard:) 
“Congress should provide a system un- 
der which banks could freely issue 
notes convertible into legal tender 
(ultimately, therefore, into gold) be 
yond a shadow of a question. The 
best plan, is to enlarge the base on 
which the national bank notes rest, 
and so enable them ultimately to at- 
tain a dominant place in our every- 
day paper currency. The alternative 
is to permit the issue of State bank 
notes, under conditions igsuring mod- 
eration and cenvertibility; the former 
plan entails political difficulties, the 
latter conStitutional difficulties... The 
brave policy is to meet the political 
opposition and to courageously put 
before the people the question whether 
they wish to have a national bank 
money which shall be sound and un- 
questioned, shall present no tempta- 
tion to currency tinkering. and shall 
grow without trammels as the needs 
of the community spontaneously call 
for increase.”’ 


(Chancellor James H. Canfield of the 
University of Nebraska: “Unques- 
tionably gold has appreciated during 
the past ten years—just how much can 
searcely be determined. lUnquestiona- 
bly, also, part of the possible deprecia- 
tion of silver is artificial—just how 
much can scarcely .be determined. 
Holding gold as the standard—the 
two-foot rule—the measure for values, 
try the two together again; but al- 
ways with actual coinage of silver— 
not with ‘bullion notes’ or ‘silver 
certificates.’ ”’ 


(Prof. E. R. A. Seligman of Colum- 
bia College:) “What we need above 
all things is greater elasticity in the 
currency medium. The ideal method 
of obtaining this would, of course, be 
through a regenerated system of na- 
tional banks, with an issue based on 
other securities than those of the 
national government. This, however, 
will probably not b@ accepted by Con- 
gress. On the other;,hand, the repeal 
of the 10 per cent. tax on State bank 
issues would be Wors@ than mischiev- 
ous. There remains, therefore, only 
the issues of governmental paper, 
which should not be fiat money, but 
which should be based on a covering 
of, say one-third in gold and silver, 
very much in the same way as our 
greenbacks are based on ‘the gold re- 
serve. Congress should pass a law 
permitting the Secretary;é6f the Treas- 
ury to purchase at his’ discretion, 
within certain limits, gold and silver 
bullion, and to issue three times the 
amount of gold notes and silver notes. 
This would give to the country the 
annual addition to its currency that 
might be called for. And as long as 
the notes remained convertible and 
were amply protected by the bullion 
reserve, there could be no deprecia- 
tion. The Secretary could preserve 
the parity of the two metals by dis- 
continuing or increasing, as the case 
might be, the purchase of the one or 
the other metals as reserve." 


(Prof. Henry C..A s Michigan 
University:) “Cofere¥s onght jot at 
present to assume t burden of the 


world’s silver. Whatever the ultimate 
results of such a policy, its immediate 
effect would be widespread commercial 
disaster. Nor, on the other hand, 
should the extra segsion of Congress 
formally recognize the universal do- 
minion of the gold standard. The im- 
mediate effect of this might be advan- 
tageous to all but the silver mining in- 
terest; but the universal abandonment 
of silver either as standard money. or 
as the basis of issues, would inaugurate 

period of gradual and persistent con- 
raction. This, of course, means ruin. 
What, then, ought Congress to «do? 
Answering the question categorically, I 
would say. First, in view of the pres- 
ent exigency, Congress ought to repeal 
the silver purchase claase. Second, 


| holding in mind the future, Congress 


ought to create a commission which 
should take into consideration the es- 
tablishmeént of a general banking sys- 
tem under the control of federal law. 
Third, having done this, Congress ought 
to adjourn.” 


(Prof. J. Macy of Iowa CaHege:) “‘The 
Sherman law was passed as a substi- 
tute for free coinage. It has undoubt- 
edly been less disastrous than would 
have been a free coinage law. Under 
it we have been saved from the suf- 
fering which would result from money 
of different values. But it is evident 
that we cannot much longer continue 
to add to our currency money based 
upon silver values without being com- 
pelled to use silver values in the settle- 
ment of accounts. ' 

“It is probable that the mere fact 
that the United States is stering up sil- 
ver bullion is itself having a depress- 
ing effect upon the price of silver. The 
idea prevails that after a time the gov- 
ernment is likely to market this silver. 
The natural effect of a stare of goods 
which may be thrown upon the market 
is to depress the price of the goods. In 
repealing the Sherman law we do not 
recede from the policy of making use 
of as large an amount of silver money 
as is consistent with uniformity in the 
value of the dollar. I believe the 
United States ought to epntinue the 
policy of trying to induce other nations 
to join in a united effort to maintain 
a parity of gold and silver yalues.” 


(Prof. Johr® R. Commons of Indiana 
State University:) “‘Repeal both the 
silver purchase and the silyer redemp- 
tion clauses of the Shermags bilk Make 
all paper money—greenhbacks, silver cer- 
tificlites and treasury notes—redeem- 
able in gold at the present standard 
or in silver bullion at its marRet value. 
Gold will then lose its significance. All 
of it might go to Europe. We should 
still be on a gold basis without the 
go]d. Then establish an elastic cur- 
rency on a paper basis redeemable as 
above. Appoint a national monetary 
commission representing different in- 
terests and including monetary experts. 
Let the commission establish a price 
barometer to determine the fluctuations 
of general prices. When prices fall 
let them expand the currency, when 
prices rise let them contract. To ex- 
pand they can buy silver bullion and 
issue legal tender bullion notes. To 
contract they can sel] bullion for the 
notes and retire the latter. To prevent 
speculation let the commission issue 
notes to a limited extent without cor- 
responding purchases of ballion. Notes 
could be deposited on call with desig- 
nated banks on approved securities of 
public and railway bonds, the govern- 
ment sharing the profits. Deposits 
could be withdrawn when the commis- 
‘sion wishes to contract. Deposits could 
be made with New York banks when- 
ever a money panic sends interest up 
to, say, 8 per cent.” 


INDIA AND AMERKA. 


Indian Rupees 
Their Relations, 

(From the “Progress of the World,” 

August Review of Reviews:) The 


| flurry that determined Mr. Cleveland to 


bring Cangress together it August was 
occasioned by the news that the free 
coinage of silver rupees tin India had 
been suspended. The “rupee” ts really 
a larger factor in this everlasting mter- 
national silver-and-gol4 than 
the cheapened ‘dollar of the dads,” or 
the maligned Sherman siwet purchase 
act. India’s population reaches into the 
hundreds of millions, and beyond India 
are hundreds of millions more of Asiat- 


and Americas Doliars and 


ics, all of whom use silver as money, 
and melt down or hammer out their 
rupees when they want silver to use 
for other purposes than money—and 
they use a vast deal of silver in the 
arts. Thus India has absorbed a large 
part, perhaps a full third, of all the 
yearly output of the world’s silver 
mines. In the heart of India, a rupee 
has always been a rupee; and as prices 
are largely customary in those regions, 
it has not mattered much that silver 
was getting cheaper, so far as affecting 
prices was concerned. The shrewd En- 
glishman could invest in low-priced 
silver bullion, coin it freely into rupees, 
and buy Indian wheat or other prod- 
ucts at the old nominal prices, while 
his money had cost him much less 
than formerly. On the other hand, 
however, the government of India had 
to take its revenu from the natives 
in rupees, and«suffered correspondingly 
in its dealings with London, where the 
rupee was recognized only at its cheap- 
ened bullion value. And Indian mer- 
chants, buying in London, found that 
the rupee had lost a large part-of its 
purchasing power; and so they were 
compelled to charge their native cus- 
tomers more rupees for a given articfe. 
It would require a page or two to ex- 
plain in detail the awful drain to which 
this downward drift of the bullion vale 
of the rupee has subjected the people 
of India, while England has endeavored 
with some success to see that what was 
India’s loss should be Britain's gain. 
So immobile are the conditions of trade 
in the heart of these ancient Asiatic 
societies, that it has taken a long time 
for the fluctuation of the rupee to per- 
meate the whole business life of India. 
But the demoralization had at length 
become so general that it was thought 
necessary to shut down the mints, at 
least, temporarily, to see if a cessation 
of coinage, or, perchance, a _ limited 
coinage on. government account, might 
not help to check the decline and im- 
prove the general situation. This pol- 
icy may, of course, prove only tempor- 
ary, but, naturally, it frightened the 
silver producers, who feared that a 
large part of the current Asiatic de- 
mand would be cut off for some time 
to come. And the silver market took 
another sharp ddwnward turn in con- 
sequence—with the effect of making no- 
body but the silver owners think any 
better of our compulsory purchase act. 


A Stable Currency is the Chief Need. 

OTAY (San Diego County, Cal.,) Aug. 10, 
1893.—(To the Editor ot The Times.) I 
have read your paper daily for the last 
two years or more, and am gratified with 
your recent decisive utterances on the 
money, or silver, question, whereby you 
have arrayed yourself on the side ofa 
stable currency. Your expressions of the 
9th inst. I believe, are sound, and will have 
a good effect. 

The question presents itself to my mind 
inthisform: Currency, or money, is made 
simply for the people's use, to facilitate ex. 
change of values, labor, or products of 
labor, and should be as unfiuctuating as it 
is possible to make it. There should not be 
even a suspicion that any material used for 
such currency is so used, because it will 
inure to the profit of any industry or class. 

When the government has issued or sanc- 
tioned currency for whatever purpose, the 
loss that may occurtothe people from its 
action should be made good at any cost, 
and the government should, by legislation, 
surround the people with safeguards 
against future loss. 

Unity of action on this question by the 
great commercial nations of the world is 
desirable, and it may confidently be pre- 
dicted will yet come. 

Gold being a standard or recognized 
money metal throughout the world, and 
not subject to-great fluctuation, the United 
States can well, and safely, and unheeding 
the demagogue’s harangue, adopt gold ab- 
solutely as her standard, and with a mod- 
erate reserve maintain at par with its 
standard either silver or paper in an 
amount properly adjusted tothe people's 
demands in legitimate business transac- 
tions. 

If the people must wildly speculate in 
lands, securities and products, and unwisely 
extend manufacturing—another form of 
speculation—they must suffer periods of 
depression and distrust. No amount per 
capita of currency, at such times, if the 
currency has intrinsic value, will be a 
remedy against contraction. Such money 
will be hoarded by individuals and money 
institutions as it is now. I. S. 


To Return to the Double Standard. 

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 12.—(To the Editor 
of The Times.) Having regard for your 
monition, that you cannot gundertake to 
coin (into printed words) all material 
offered at your ‘‘mint’’ unless properly con- 
densed, or ‘‘concentrated,’’ and reasonably 
free from base metal, or ‘‘slag,’’ which 
some depositors (correspondents) may 
think a pretty tough condition for them to 
comply with, I would like, with your per- 
mission, to make an additional suggestion 
in line with the one I made in The Times of 
July 16, which was simply that the govern- 
ment should use its clear option (as the 
Constitution intended, and as the law of 
1890 and common sense direct,) of paving 
all its coin obligations in the lower specie, 
which you not inaptly intimated was ‘‘as 
easy as falling off of a log.’’ Itis. But 
the trouble, unfortunately, is that Presi- 
dent Cleveland and the financial officers of 
the government under him will not do this. 
Now, my additional suggestion is this: 
Let Congress, which has just metim extra 
session, pass a conourrent resolution, 
directing, in language which can 
neither be misunderstood nor evaded, 
all the financial officers of the government, 
from the President down, to pay all its cur- 
rent coin obligations as they come due in 
the cheaper constitutional specie, ana then 
adjourn. Andthen, by the time the regu- 
lar session.of Congress commences next 
December, our standard would be on the 
lower specie, where, according to the true 
principles of scientific or genuine bimetal- 
lism, it ever ought to be; and a free-coin- 
age law, precisely like that which wasin 
force from 1792 to 1873, could be passed 
without shock or serious disturbance of 
any kind. 

If Congress were to pass such a resolu- 
tion, and adjourn without further legisla- 
tion, what would be the result’ 

Some months ago, when Secretary of the 
Treasury Carlisle, who at heart believes in 
the double standard, indicated, very natur- 
ally and very sensibly, a disposition, as ex- 
pressly authorized by the law, to use his 
option and pay the _ silver-purchase 
certificates in standard silver dollars, 
tne question arose among the New York 
banks, whether, if gold went toapremium, 
they should pay checksin gold or in cur- 
rency; and they announced, rightly, I 
think, thattheir policv would be, as ona 
former occasion, to ‘‘pay incurrent funds.”’ 
Of course, if, under the concurrent resolu- 
tion above suggested, the government of 
this country should return to the true 
practice ofthe double standard, as it prac- 
ticed the same for more that eighty years, 
gold would at once commence to go to a 
premium, where it at present belongs, and 
the standard would gradually, like a great 
shipin a drydock or in a canal lock, gravi- 
tate toward its normal level... Prices of 
commodities and of all property (except 
gold,) would begin to rise, and good times 
would come, and the American people (out- 
side of California and importers in the 
East) would hardly know how and when 
the change came about. If we are ever to 
return to our double standard, I know of 
no easier or better wavto do so than by 
the above metiod—-except that President 
Cleveland might have adopted it without 
calling Congress together if be had under- 
stood the whole question thoroughly, and 
had cared as much for the farmers and 
producers and debtors of the country as 
he does for the bankers and creditors.

Little Hope for Further 
Reduction. 


The Latest Southern Pacific Ru- 
mor Not Reliable. 


Big Movement of Foreigners Toward 
Their Eastern Homes. 


The Santa Fe Trying for Another Low Rate— 
Too Many Pullman Cars—General . 
and Local Railway 
Notes. 


Although people as far west as Cal- 
ifornia have about given up hope of 
there ever being a low passenger rate 
to Chicago, this, from the Tribune of 
that city, dated August 9, will serve to 
explain the situation: 

“While it is quite certain that the 
managers of the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation lines, at the meeting in this 
city next Thursday, will agree upon a 
rate of one fare for the round trip to 
World's Fair visitors, good on ordinary 
trains and limited to thirty days, 
nothing is being done by the Western 
roads to bring about a further reduc- 
tion in World's Fair rates. The re- 
duced rate (one fare for the round 
trip,) which went into effect last Tues- 
day has greatly stimulated the .busi- 
ness some of the roads. The North- 
western Burlington and Rock Island 
all report a largely-increased business 
since the reduction in rates was made. 
Most of the business comes from dis- 
tant points, as from long distances the 
reduction cuts quite a figure; but from 
near-by points the rates are not as 
much affected by the reduction, and 
in consequence the traffic frem within 
a radius of three or four hundred miles 
of Chicago continues quite light. Had 
a rate of one fare for the round trip 
been fixed without the addition of $2, 
the reduction would have applied 
equally to all points, and the public 
would have been better satisfied. But, 
as it is, territory within a radius of 
three or four hundred miles of Chicago 
gets but little benefit of the reduction, 
and rates remain nearly as high as 
before August 1. Low rates are espe- 
cially necessary from points within a 
radius of 400 miles of Chicago, as 
from this territory the bulk of the 
World’s Fair business has to come. 
As long as the railroads refuse to make 
at least a rate of one fare for the 
round trip from that territory, the at- 
tendance at the World’s Fair will in- 
crease but slightly. The Western rail- 
road officials contend that the small 
attendance at the World's Fair is due 
to the present financial depression, 
and not to the high railroad rates; and 
they claim that a reduction in rates 
will not bring any more people here 
than are coming now. The fallacy of 
this contention is shown, however, by 
the inereased business the roads have 
been doing since August 1, when the 
present rates went into effect. Dur- 
ing the first three months of the fair 
the financial condition was much bet- 
ter than it is now, but th® masses re- 
mained away because rates were too 
high. Had a reasonable reduction in 
rates been made during the first three 
months of the fair, it is quite certain 
that the attendance at the fair during 
those months would have been twice 
as large as it was. If lower rates’are 
to prevail from the West hereafter, 
it must come from personal disagree- 
ments among the roads. The indica- 
tions of a serious rupture in the near 
future are quite flattering, and it is 
expected that rates will collapse as 


soon as the sale of tickets for the en-: 


campment of the Grand Army at In- 
dianapolis begins. Rumors are cur- 
rent that several of the roads age now 
making contracts at much less than 
the agreed rates, and when the other 
roads tind they are being left out in 
the cold, they will cut the rates down 
to low figures both to Indianapolis 
FAST MAIL DISCONTINUED. 

TACOMA, Aug. 13.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The Northern Pacific an- 
nounces today that the fast mail train 
put on June 5 will be discontinued on 
August 27, on account of business de- 
pression and consequent lack of travel. 
This will reduce the daily service to 
one overland train, 

SCRAP HEAP. 


President Hill is credited with hav- 
ing closed a deal by which he will soon 
have thirtv steamers pliving between 
the Great Northern road’s Pacific ter- 
minal and Asiatic ports. 

Ihe Wabash St. Louis-Toledo train 
is said to be one of the swiftest 
“‘flvers” in the country. Its schedule 
time is fifty-six miles an hour, not in- 
cluding stops between St. Louis and 
Toledo. 

The Pullman Company built 600 new 
ears for the World's Fair traffic, and 
as vet there are about four hundred 
of the number lIving idle. awaiting the 
increase of trade. And vet to charter 
one of these cars for a special party, 
a price must be paid equal to full rates 
for everv berth and stateroom. 

The Santa Fe Companv has asked 
a reconsideration of the action of the 
Western association in refusing the 
Crand Army of the Republic a special 
rate to the Indianapolis encampment. 
The rate offered is the same as the 
World’s Fair rate to Chicago or St. 
Louis. with a cent a mile rate from 
those stations to Indianapolis. The 
Santa Fe wants the rate reduced. 

In view of the present condition of 
that company’s affairs. it seems 
strange to discover a floating item 
saving that: “It is reported that the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company is 
negotiating for:-the purchase of the 
Mexican National Railroad. If the 
deal is consummated. it will be con- 
verted into standard-gauge line.”’ 
Without doubt. some company ought 
to buv and rebuild that narrow-gauge 
Mexican National to make it able to 
compete equally with its standard- 
gauge rival, but it is not likely the 
Southern Pacific will do it soon. 

A Chicago exchange says: “The 
eastbound movement of foreigners on 
second-class tickets is largely in ex- 
cess of any westbound movement this 
vear.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Report of the Committee on Water Supply 
Main Street Paving. 

Among the matters to come before 
the City Council today is the report of 
the Water Supply Committee in refer- 
ence to the service about the city. This 
committee has been quietly investigat- 
ing in the various localities since the 
question was referred to it two weeks 
ago. The members of the committee 
have been reticent about how they have 
found things, and also in reference to 
what would be contained in the commit: 
tee’s report. This report will, there. 
fore, be awaited with a good deal of in-. 
terest. 

Action in the matter of the paving 
of Main street, between Ninth and 
Thirty-seventh streets, as laid over 
from time to time, was last week, after 
a stormy debate, postponed until today. 
The protest, as it at present stands 
against the work, contains signatures 
representing a little more thana ma-: 
jority of the frontage affected. There 
are a number of the signatures, how- 
ever, which it is claimed have no legal 
right to be on the protest. The ques- 
tion as to whether or not such signa- 
tures may remain on the protest is very 
likely to decide as to whether ghe work 
shall be proceeded with. 

It is not improbable that the matter 
of the two employees recently let out 
from the Street Superintendent’s office 
on the ground that they were not work- 
ing inthe room adjoining, as intended 
by the Council, may be brought up. 

The question of a sewer dis 
trict so as to connect with the County 
Hospital was last Monday referred to 
the Sewer Committee, which will prob- 
ably report on the same today. 

Petitions for the opening of three 
different streets are in the hands of the 
Board of Public Works, and it will be 
in order for that body to report on them 
today. The asked for. openings are 
Darwin avenue from Hayes street to 
river, Lambie street between St. Paul 
and Albany streets, and St. Paul street 
from Henry street to Alhambra avenue. 

The City Clerk will report that it will 
be in order to pass ordinances for the 
grading and curbing of Cummings street 
between First and Fourth streets #d 
forthe grading and cement curbing of 
Moore street between Seventh and 
Ninth streets.

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HINTS FOR HEALTH. 


Timely Suggestions by 
Leading Physicians. 


Some of the Prime Causes of 
Summer Disorders. 


A Few Rules Which Will Keep Down 
Doctors’ Bills. 


The importance of Proper Exercise and Sea- 
sonable Clothing—What to Eat 
and Drink—Use Plenty 
of Fruit. 


One of the leading physicians of the 
city was interviewed recently in his 
office on South Main street. He is a 
young man full of energy and ideas, of 
gix years’ practice in Los Angeles, and 
an enthusiast in his profession. He 
was very willing to cummunicate any 
rules for the preservation of health 
without the physician's aid. 

According to his statement one of the 
great causes of disorders in summer in 
this climate is congestion of the liver, 
which induces dyspepsia and leads 
many to attribute their ill feeling to 
malaria. In hot weather, during the 
hours of abundant sun, large portions 
of the blood of the body leave the vital 
organs and come to the surface. Owing 
to the great change of temperature 
that takes place between midday and 
the morning and evening, there comes 
with the cooling of the temperature in 
the early and late hours @ cooling of 
the body, when the blood leaves the ex- 
terior and rushes back to the internal 
organs. In this way we have, con- 
stantly repeated, a condition allied to 
chills and fever, and this it is hos 

es the seeming of symptoms of ma- 
rn. Malaria itself, however, is next 
to impossible here, because of our ab- 
sence of moisture through the summer 
months, and our entire freedom from 
decaying. vegetation. It is the lack of 
rain for so great a term, the absence of 
all moisture, which preserves us intact 
from malarial influences and insures 
health. Were rain to fall during the 
summer in Southern California, malaria 
would, without doubt, be widespread, 
and every person as he valued health 
would leave. But we have no rain, and 
we have greater freedom from malarial 
tendencies than almost any part of the 
however, is a strong point. 
There is that here which predisposes 
the liver to congestion. Abuse or neg- 
lect the body in the way of proper care, 
so that congestion of that organ is 
augmented, and you can speedily have 
trouble, and no doubt you will say it 
is “malaria,” and blame it to the cli- 
mate. 

There are several prime causes which 
predispose derangement of the liver. 
Of these, improper diet, clothing and in- 
sufficient exercise are most important. 

Fruit being abundant and excellent 
in California it is a great temptation, 
and yet it is exceedingly difficult for 
the Southern Californian to eat it with 
impunity, and, in the majority of cases, 
it should be let severely alone. All 
articles containing starches, sugar and 
fats are difficult to digest in hot cli- 
mates. The secretion of the liver is, to 
a certain extent, more immediately con- 
nected with the digestion of these 
forms of food, so that as a rule the 

n who eats a minimum amount 


of such articles will be in much betters 


ealth than he who eats of them freely. 
Teste should be eaten, but summer 
meats should always be lean. Lean 
meats, roasted or broiled, should be the 
basis of a summer diet, and should in- 
variably be flanked by old bread. 

A serious fault which stands in the 
way of health is that people do not 
drink enough. To live with comfort 
they should drink copiously before 
meals and between meals. for purposes 
of flushing “out the stomach. Clear 
cold water is good, but the water of 
no city should be used unless boiled; 
and hot water is preferable. There is 
nothing so excellent for the digestive 
tract. Inasmuch as the ereat major- 
ftv of people have a tendency to in- 
digestion, they should leave coffee 

one. 

Taner important factor to summer 
health is proper clothing. Most people 
fn Southern California do not dress 
warmly enough. The way to dress 
here is different from what prevails in 
most parts of the world: it should be 
from day to day, not from season to 
season. Flannels should be worn 
throughout the year, although in sum- 
mer they may be very light. It is a 
country where you cannot sit with 
comfort on a porch at a very early 
hour in morning or to a very late hour 
at night. even in summer: and insuffi- 
cient dress tends ereativ to increase 
digestive troubles and make one feei 
enervated. In regard to his own dress 
the doctor states that he keeps, easily 
et hand in bureau drawers and not 
packed away in chests where they are 
difficult of access. numerous grades of 
various weights of undergarments and 
these he varies as the weather varies. 
He has likewise three erades of over- 
coats. one of which alwavs accompan- 
jes him. He thus guards against sud- 
den changes of air, preventing that 
swift and dangerous cooling of the 
bedvy which induces disease. AS a 
conseauence, he is a picture of physi- 
cal vigzor. He believes that thousands 
of people in Southern California today 
might maintain abourdine health if 
they would pay careful attention to 
some of these seemingly trifling pre- 
cautions. 

As to exercise, the bulk of women 
in this town do not. in his opinion, 
exercise enough in open air. He ad- 
vocates bicyvele riding. horseback rid- 
ing. rowing and walking: but he lays 
the greatest stress on bicvcle exercise 
and a good walk. According to his 
estimate. every woman who does not 
have active occupation should walk 
from three to five miles each day, and 
he believes no woman can be really 
well without she does this. Exercise 
by bicycle he considers even better 
than walking, as it occupies the mind. 
There ts the gliding in and out among 
the teams. the avoiding of stones and 
dodging the passers; and alk this tends 
to annihilate time and svace and pre- 
vent the sense of exercise alone. 

The doctor most emphatically cen- 
sures woman's senseless form of dregs. 
He marvels that women have any free 
vital organs left, cramped in corsets, 
and he does not wonder that exercise 
by walking has a dread for them, fet- 
tered as they are by skirts of the pre- 
vailinge mode. 

On North Spring street another phy- 
Bician of prominence was met, who ex- 
pressed his views freely. He has had 
eight vears of Southern. Californian 
practice, and does not hesitate to ad- 
Vv the use of fruit in moderation, 
He esteems it very beneficial. He re- 
@ards meat as essential to well being, 
if not eaten in excess. and lays much 
stress upon the unsparing use of hot 
water. which is a necessitv of the sys- 
tem. Much of the invalidism under 
his observation is the result of want of 
exercise. No strict rule for maintain- 
ing summer health can be laid down, 
however. each person. or his physician, 
must studv his own needs and be a 
law unto himself. 

An eminent physician on West Sixth 
street, with six years of city practice, 
places much emphasis on proper pre- 
rautions as clothing. Flannel 
should be worn the year round. It is 
x peculiar climate in regard to heat 
end cold; and if you walk on the 
street and call the blood to the sur- 
face and then enter a cool room and 
sit in the shadow the blood is sua- 
denly sent rushing inward. Unless 


recautions are observed congestion of | 


he mucous membrane results, and 
pne has catarrh. He finds catarrh of 
the stomach and bowels quite preva- 


lent here, which is due to congestion 
of the internal organs, and arises 
largely from lack of care. In the mat- 
ter of diet, Southern Californians abise 
themselves shamefully. He considers 
that meat is good, that fruit is good: 
but the point with fruit is this—-it 
must be well selected. A fruit diet 
is a healthful diet in this country, if 
the fruit is thoroughly sun-ripened 
as it grows. But much of the fruit 
which was in market earlier was 
gathered green and shipped in, te 
ripen afterward. Such fruit is always 
injurious. Grapes are an excélient diet, 
but they need to be properly grown, 
properly ripened and eaten at proper 
times. The same is true of vegeta- 
bles. He severely deprecates the habit 
of “mincing.” He believes that coffee 
can be drank here as well as in any 
climate, and advises a free use of 
milk and pure ice cream; but hot 
water is an especial fad. This should 
be drank copiously from half an hour 
to an hour before each meal. 

Peopie are most foolish, this Sixth 
Street physician says, about takniz 
exercise. They suddenly realize that 
exercise will be good for them, and 
they rush off and overdo one day and 
then can do nothing more for a week. 
He recommends the bicycle, especially 


in, nervous diseases, and he believes |. 


that women’s weighty and inconven- 
ient dress has much to do with their 
antipathy to getting out in open air. 

A physician of wide note on North 
Main street advances the idea that we 
are sufferers in this climate because 
we dress to warmly. He recommends 
the wearing of flannel at all times, 
but would like to see every outer gar- 
ment of the lightest possible fabric 
and weight, in order to conserve en- 
ergy. This, of course, applies to the 
midday; for the cooler hours he would 
have suitable protection provided. He 
thinks the more tropical the climate 
the more we are inclined to be indo- 
lent, and recommends the noon siesta, 
free bathing and abundant exercise. 
He would mot bar fruit or coffee from 
the bill of fare, believing that both, 
used with discretion, tend to promote 
health. 

One of the popular women physi- 
cians Who enjoys a large practice in 
Los Angeles was asked her views on 
the diet, clothing and exercise ques- 
tion, and answered: ‘“‘Eat meats once 
a day. Eat fruit, most assuredly. 
Coffee depends on the individual. To 
some it is a great benefit. Broil or 
roast your meats; have your vegeta- 
bles well cooked; never eat _srich 
pastry. Wear light woolen. under- 
wear. As to woman’s dress, it is not 
artistic, it is not healthful. I may be 
obliged to sweep the streets some 
day, but if I am I am not going to 
take my gown to do it.” 

Follow your doctor, and you may 
be healthy; ‘but when doctors dis- 
agree—? As one of them jocosely re- 
marks: ‘‘There is nothing worse than 
ag to disagree, except their med- 
cines.”’

Subjects to Be Considered at Tonight's Board 
eeting.

The question of selecting a system 
for heating and ventilating the High 
School was postponed till tonight. Sev- 
eral of the members of the board say 
that they think the “Smead” system 


should bé put in. The bid for this is 
$9178.50. 


There were 


three bids submitted by 
the Baker lowest of 
which three is $4000. While it is con- 
sidered desirable that the best appli- 
ances procurable should be obtained. 
yet there are many who believe that 
every reasonable effort should be made 
to keep down expenses. A number of 
persons have expressed opinions to the 
effect that the High School has been 
used for about three years without any 
system of ventilation. Those who have 
occupied it have got along after a fash- 
ion. If a system of ventilation which 
will do fairly good service can now be 
put in at a moderate expense, it is be- 
lieved that those who occupy the build- 
ing will have no serious trouble, 

There are several vacancies, caused 
by resignations or otherwise, in the list 
of teachers of the various schools 
elected some time ago. It is expected 
that the Teachers’ Committee this 
evening will recommend the appoint- 
ment of a sufficient number cf teachers 
to fill these vacancies. 

It is thought that the election of a 
superintendent of kindergarten teach- 
era will ‘be indefinitely postponed. 


There have, it is said, been two candl- 
dates in the field looking for this posi- 
tion, both of whom have received the 
Support of separate factions. The elec- 
tion of either of these would cause the 
enmity, or, at least. the opposition, of 
the faction supporting the other. It is 
also argued that the leaving of this of- 
fice vacant would effect a saving of 
$1200 for the year, that being the 
amount paid for that position. 

It is expected that the election of a 
principal of the High Schoo! will also 
be considered. 

A number of bids for furnishing sup- 
plies for the year, including pencils, 
pens, paper and other articles, have 
been submitted. The Teachers’ Com- 
mittee has had them under consider» 
tion, and is expected to recommend the 
acceptance of some one of them. 

In the natural course of events, it 
will be in order to receive the opinion 
of the City Atiorney in reference to 
the issuance of bonds for the erection 
of new school buildings. 

This opinion has already been pub- 
lished. It will be remé@mbered that it 
states that. if the board so desires, it 
may request the Council to call a spe- 
cial election for the voting of such 
bonds. The members of the board ap- 
pear to be inclined to the opinion that 
it is not best to at present proceed to- 
ward calling such election. It is there- 
fore probable that the communication 
from the city’s legal adviser will be 
filed.

“@hink this can be construed by any 


form of legal jugelery or strained in- 
terpretation to refer to any of the 
postings required to be made by the 
City Clerk and Street Superintendent, 
and it is certainly borrowing trouble 
to insist that this section has any other 
force than to provide a rule for produc- 
ing the evidence necessary to establish 
the fact of the praper publication of 
the notice. Nowhere is it intimated 
that any affidavits must be filed within 
any fixed time.” Mr. Afthur refers to 
the fact that Mr. Palmer's report shows 
that he (Palmer) has five cases in 
which this particular point is raised, 
and in which he has advised his clients 
that the point he here makes is not 
only novel, but invalid. In_ fact, Mr. 
Palmer, in winding up his interesting 
essay on this point, which is admitted 
to be foolish, ys: “My personal 
opinion as to the force of this novel 
contention is that it should not, and 
will not, be sustained finally in the 
courts of this State, however it ogg 
be supported by decisions outside of 
California. In this opinion, “all the 
other counsel on our side fully coincide, 
and I am confident that the majority 
of California lawyers will, upon = ex- 
amination, hold to that view.” 

Continuing. Mr. Arthur's report 
reads: “The next six pages of the gen- 
tleman’s opinion are devoted to build- 
ing up a strong citadel of objections 
which would be thoroughly unanswer- 
able we it not for the fact that the 
house he has built is placed upon a 
foundation—neither cement nor as- 
phalt—made of two parts of over- 
sicht. one. part of, ignorance and one 
part of fabrications." The report goes 
on te show that while Mr. Palmer's 
arcuments are good, his premise fs 
false. In other words, it is shown 
that when he claims that the first 
resolutions adopting specifications and 
ordering work were never rescinded, 
he must have entirely overlooked the 
action of the board on Mav 15, when a 
resolution was passed rescinding all 
such reselutions. as vreviously re- 
ported in these columns. Mr. Arthear 
takes it that this was thoroughly suf- 
ficient to wipe out evervthing back 
to the resolutions of intention and 
leave the board free to adopt new 
specifications and orders of work, 
which was done. Mr. Palmer, in his 
opinion, practically admits that the 
subseauent proceedings were unobjec- 
ti nable. 

In answer to Mr. Palmer's assertion 
that the certified checks of the Perine 
Paving Company were insufficient tn 
amont and that they Were not made 
out in the name of the proper payee, 
Mr. Arthur savs: “Whatever force 
these obiections mav have had in the 
first place, they certainly do not go 
to the vital auestion. whether or not 
our prior proceedings have been 
irrecular as to prevent our giving a 
valid contract.

COUNTRY HOMES. 


The Baronial Mansions of Eastern Mill- 

ionaires. 

(New York Press:) There have been 
spread abroad for the past few days re- 
ports that Henry Havemeyer has sold 
his beautiful country place, receiving | 
for it nearly $400,000. The sale has 
not yet been recorded, although there 
is reason to believe some foundation 
exists for the report. Next to the 
sugar trust, of which he is president, 
Mr. Havemeyer’s country place has 
been his idol. Hedoes not care much 
for yachts nor fast horses, nor for other 
extravagant pleasures which some men 
are prone toenjoy after they have ac- 
quired colossal fortunes. He was con- 
tent with this beautiful place, claiming 
that it had advantages which could not 
be found in Lenox or at Newport, It is 
not very far from the country homes of 
A. M. Palmer and that occupied by the 
family of the late Lester* Wallack. It 
commands a vista of Long Island 
Sound for more than thirty miles, and 
it is almost exactly in the center of 
what Washington expected would be 
his line of defensive battle. The sale, 
if it has been made, is probably not un- 
connected with some unfortunate con- 
troversies which have arisen in the 
town where his placeis. Havemeyer 
recently gave nearly $250,000 to build 
and endow a public high schoo! for that 
town, and there have been disagree- 
ments. some jealousies and some heart- 
burnings since this benefaction of his. 
And these, it is reported, have made 
Mr. Havemeyer so tired that he has de- 
termined to sell out and go away. 

It seems to be the fate which attends 
these almost baronial places which our 
very wealthy men erect in the vicinity 
ot New York that they are. not per- 
mitteca long to enjo ythem. 

William Rockefeller built a beautiful 
place only a mile or two from Mr. 
Havemeyer’s, but he, too, became dis- 
gusted and went away, taking that 
magnificent castle which the late Will- 
iam Aspinwall built upon the shores of 
the Hudson, but which he did not live 
long toenjoy. ‘‘Boss’’ Tweed selected 
his country place within sight of Mr. 
Havemeyer’s house. and he spent more 
than $100.000 in improving it. Yet 
he occupied it less than five years. 

The late Charlie Osborne’s exquisite 
stone and marble mansion in Mamaro- 
neck, and which Howell Osborne might 
have inherited had he behaved himself 
during his father’s and mother’s lives, 
was scarcely more than a hospital for 
Mr. Osborne, his health beginning to 
fail almost as soon as he took posses- 
sion of it, and the late Jabez A. Bost- 
wick, who had what in some respects 
was the finest country place within 
fifty miles of New York, and which ad- 
joined that of Mr. Osborne, did not 
live long to enjoy it. 

Mr. .Gould spent less than ten years 
in his country place at Tarrytown, and 
probably most of Tilden’s last years 
at Greystone were years of pain. 

There would seem.to be an unwritten 
law which makes against long con- 
tinued occupation of these rural pal- 
aces. 


Unlucky Opals.

Under this 
condition of affairs it is idle to speculate 
on the probable battle ground. In- 
deed it would not be wise io bet that 
the battle will take place at all. 

“A waiting policy must be pursued. 
Until Mitehell arrives in this country, 
and until both men agree to meet in 
the same ring, there must be some 
doubt as t the honesty of their inten- 
tions. A meeting between these clever 
fighters is snow no nearer a consum- 
mation than it was six months ago. 
It is not so certain as it was then. _ 

“At that time it was hoped that the 
men would be able to agree on a 
meeting-place. This they do not seem 
Willing to do. Mitchell is reported to 
be training in England. He has signed 
to fight before the Columbia Athletic 
Club. Corbett is taking a rest at As- 
bury Park, preparatory to going into 
training.

This 
iS a pretty state of affairs. We admit 
that Corbett is pretty long in the 
reach, but, should both men adhere to 
their determination, we must be par- 
doned if we doubt his ability to stand 
in the ring at Coney Island and battle 
With Charlie Mitchell, in the ring of 
the Columbia Athletic Club, @ couple 
of thousand miles away.” 

That Corbett fully intends to meet 
Mitchell eventually there seems to be 
but little doubt, for the California man 
has already arranged to co into train- 
ing very shortly at Crown Point, in 
indiana,

THE GORDON CASE. 


Grounds on Which Disbarment 
is Asked. 


r. Kofoed's Statement of the Matter—He 
Says Gordon Grossly Abused 
the Confidence Reposed 
in Him. 


A complaint was filed Saturday in the 
Superior Court by J. C. Kofoed and his 
wife asking that Samuel B. Gordon, the 
attorney, should be required to show 
cause why he should not be disbarred, a 
synopsis of which was published in The 
‘limes yesterday morning. 

Mr. Kofoed was seen by a Times re- 
porter yesterday, and in connection 
with this complaint stated that Gordon, 
while entrusted with his business in the 
capacity of an attorney, has been guilty 
of a gross violation of the trust reposed 
in him. 

Nearly two years ago, in November. 
1891, said Mr. Kofoed, he owned some 
property against which there were 
claims which were somewhat difficult to 
settle. Mr. Gordon, in some manner, 
chanced to hear of this fact, and there- 
upon approached Mr. Kofoed on the 
subject. Gordon talked in a smooth 
sort of a way, telling Mr. Kofoed that 
the matter could undoubtedly be easily 
settled, and that if he (Gordon) did not 
succeed he would make no charge for 
his services. 

Underthese circumstances Mr. Gor- 
don was employed to act as attorney 
for the Kofoeds. 

There were after this time several 
periods of a considerable duration dur- 
ing which Mr. Kofoed was out of town 
looking after mining interests in New 
Mexico. 7 

There was one piece of property 
against which James F. Cosby had a 
claim. Instead of settling this, as he 
should have done, by the payment of 
money which could have been secured 
by the sale of some other property be- 
longing to Mr. Kotoed, Gordon allowed 
the land to be sold in satisfaction of the 
debt and then, fora small sum, bought 
itin the name of Mr. Cosby, but in 
reality for himself. 

A letter under date of August 4, 
1898, written by Gordon toa gentle- 
man who had in mind the purchase of 
some of the Kofoed property states that 
the transfer which John C. Kofoed 
made to his wife of his interest in the 
lands which S. C. Hubbell contracted to 
sellto John C. Kofoed and others by 
contract dated May 13, 1886, known 
as the Knob Hilllots, was made without 
any consideration whatever, and was 
therefore fraudulent as against the 
creditors of John C. Kofoed. 

In order to avoid any possibility of 
mistake the writer (Gordon) hereby 
notified the intended purchaser that at 
the time said transfer was made the 
said John C. Kofoed was insolvent, and 
was indebted to the writer in the sum 
of $2000, which is still due and wholly 
unpaid. The gentleman is therefore 
notified that if he acquire any interest 
in said lots he must doso with the un- 
derstanding that Mr. Gordon will take 
steps to enforce any claim against said 
lots. 

Itis stated that the contract was 
drawn by Mr. Gordon himself, and from 
the fact that there is no consideration 
mentioned it is inferred that Mr. Gor- 
don intentionally drew it in that form. 


Needless Fire Alarm. 

A needless alarm at about 5:50 
o'clock yesterday afternoon called the 
to Fourth street and 
Broadway. The upper rooms of tie 
building on the northwest corner are 
occupied by Mrs. Vacy Sieer, who has 
an apparatus for generating gas for 
medical purposes. By an unusual 
pressure, or otherwise, a part of the 
generator burst, which allowed a 
quantity of smoke to fill the room and 
pour out of the window. No other 
damage was done. Somebody turned 
in an alarm, and the department laid 
several hundred feet of hose. 

When it was learned that there was 
no fire, there was a considerably dis- 
appointed crowd about the place.

LAND OF EASE 


As Seen Through German 
Spectacles. 


o——--- 


A Savant’s Rosy Impression of 
Southern California. 


An Ideal Land Sect Forth by an 
Idyllic Idler.

A Gorgeous Picture in Which the Real 
Facts are Somewhat Overdrawn 
and Very Highly 
Colored. 


Following is a translation of a part 
of a letter from Friedrick Dernberg, 
one of a party of German tourists who 
recently visited in this city, and pub- 
lished in the Berliner Tageblatt, the 
leading paper of the German capital: 

Yes, this is the land of self-satisfac- 
tion. ‘Let us live and enjoy the good 
things of life’ can be read on every face. 
And why should this not-bes6? For here 
nature gives, with unlimited generos- 


_ity, oranges, lemons, wine, fruit of all 


sorts, olives, wheat and dollars. One 
has only to find standing room and 
open his hands. 

It is hard to say which is the lovelier, 
the little houses of wood or the more 
pretentious villas. Nature has covered 
both with beauttful flowers,« has sur- 
rounded them with stately palms. Had 
I only some of these persistent plants 
in my little garden at home! 

Nature only waits for water here, 
which is now brought in large quanti- 
ties from the mountains, and then 
breaks out with most effusive gener- 
osity. All one has to do is to plant and 
bud the tree or vine, let it grow, and 
reap the fruit. In the meantime, the 
wisest thing to do.is to recline in the 
shade of one’s howsé@ and smoke cigars. 
This recipe is well understood here and 
is usually strictly hered to. Then, 
after the sun goes down, a stroll 
through the electric-lit streets? which 
ring and sing on all sides, not always 
melodiously, however, for sometimes 
there is a little fog which often is 
quite thick. . 

But what do these people do, for one 
seldom notices any of them work? 
They live, one thing that in the East 
and with us at home is seldom found. 

All these fine houses and villas are 
owned by people who came here with- 
out means—one as a runaway eabin 
boy, another as a waiter or barber, or 
as a journeyman mechanic. The 
broken-down of all sorts have found 
here a happy home, have become 
wealthy and powerful. For the city of 
Los Angeles sprang up like a_ vine- 
shoot which was stuck into the gteund 
and in two years brought forth a full 
harvest. 

A crown of smaller cities have fast- 
ened themselves around Los Angeles, 
like Welisensee, Lichterfelde and 

rrunewald around Berlin. Almost 
wherever the eye sets itself, human 
habitations and settlements can be 
seen towering over the orange woods. 
Even the formerly bleak and barren 
mountain peaks and hilis are being 
occupied by hotels and sanitariums, for 
the doctors of the whole United States 
seem to send their incurables to Los 
Angeles, 

Thev call Southern California a win- 
ter resort. There is Pasadena, nine 
miles from Los Angeles, with churches 
ealore, but not a single beer garden! 
An unreasonable high license prohibits 


the open sale of liquor, but all we did 
‘was to ask for chocolate. 


and our 
knowing host brought us some fresh 
San Francisco lager. right from the 
keg. He then smirkingly awaited the 
acknowledgment that our chocolate 
was not what we asked for. Of course, 
this is all against the law, but the 
landlord seems to keep out of the way 
of the intelligent police. Perhaps the 
S¢€cre ar is owned bv a police officer 
himself. Who knows? Such .- things 
have happened. 

San Diego, Los Angeles, San Juan— 
it is plain to be seen that priests have 
here laid the foundations. But their 
work has been overcome bv the flood 
of more heterodox denominations. 
Still. here and there, Spanish Catholi- 
cism retains its hold in the shape of 
the old missions, surrounded by Mexi- 
cans and Pueblo Indians. who live to- 
gether and generate a new race of 
people. Contrary to this. however, 
the Catholic churches which are con- 
ducted in the English tongue seem to 
prosper all over. 

In these forlorn missions, mixed with 
the slovenly Mexicans, one usually 
finds a few Frenchmen, good and 
friendly people, who generally supply 
their neighbors with liquid refresh- 
ments. Although. continually hoarding 
away the money made in the traffic, 
their daily complaint is ‘“‘dull business,”’ 
as a continuous wail goes up against 
the hard fate which surrounded them 
with such environments. 

Where the cities and villa settle- 
ments end the big ranches begin. We 
visited one under the guidance of some 
knowing hotel friends. The ranch is 
owned by a former waiter, who now 
owns a big hotel in San Francisco. 
Sixty-four thousand acres are here un- 
der cultivation. And what a sight! 
Vineyards until you can’t rest, miles 
of orange, lemon and walnut trees, 
acres of Olives (the best tree in Cali- 
fornia,) and seas of wheat fields, whose 
growth is utilized when half ripe as 
food for cattle. The soll is pulverized 
granite, such as is found in Northern 
Germany on the Baltic Sea coast. 

Then there is also a cellar filled with 
the choicest of old. wines grown on the 
place. 


all this luxury has supplied himself 
with. Each year there is an auction 


of yearlings—recently, so the papers

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ing stable in New York a yearling for 
$25,000. We were struck with amaze 
at the fifteen colts which were yet in 
the stables. They are marvelous ex- 
amples of Australian, English and Ara- 
bian intermixture. 

But the crown of all is the home of 
the master. It is of wood and of sim- 
ple architecture’ but surrounded by 
ideal streams of water, sheltered by 
hills, covered with flowers, shaded by 
tropical trees that, involuntarily, the 
thought strikes one that here would 
be the place to breathe one’s life away. 
Here, certainly, is the most fitting 
place for the consummation of idyllic 
dreams. But what an error! The 
young lady who received us, the own- 
er’s daughter, eloped with her father’s 
clerk in San Francisco. An 
American lady would consider it a 
misfortune never to have had such an 
adventure. She was scorned by her 
irate parent, lived for some time in 
poor circumstances with her husband, 
until the parental heart finally re- 
lented, and the pair were restored to 
favor. Now she again wanders among 
the palm forests, and rocks herself on 
the old man’s porch, and thinks and 
thinks—of what? This point is, of 
course, not touched upon by the news- 
papers which printed the full and com- 
plete story of the simple elopement. 

This can only be read in the burning 
eyes of the young woman herself, for 
in this section of the country the tim- 
bre of the topics overshadows all else. 
We had not time to solve the mystery, 
but the sense of the idyllic had been 
entirely destroyed. 

Are there any Germans in Los An- 
seles? What a question! They are in 
all parts of the Union, like oil that 
floats at the top. In mercantile pur- 
suits they are the leaders. They are 
ubiquitous. If you take a trip on a 
railway train, it is safe to wager three 
to one that your neighbor is a Ger- 
man. The proprietor of one of fhe 
largest hotels here is a German; aiso 
Mr. Rudecke, whom we came to know, 
is ein Deutscher.
